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The  National  Cooperative  Dairy  Herd  Improvement  Program  (NCDHIP)  included 

4,191,869   cows    in   60,519   herds   and    13,401    does   in  1,397   dairy  goat   herds  on 

January  1,  1980.  NCDHIP  has  grown  rapidly  in  the  past  few  years  and  now  includes 
37.9  percent  of  the  U.S.  dairy  cows. 

The  format  for  this  participation  report  has  been  changed  considerably  from  past 
reports  to  provide  more  comprehensive  information  on  the  current  status  of  NCDHIP  and 
the  changes  since  the  1979  report.  Several  new  tables  have  been  added  to  report 
participation  in  dairy  recordkeeping  plans  that  have  not  been  documented  separately 
before.  Some  of  the  previous  tables  have  been  revised  to  facilitate  determining  the 
changes  in  NCDHIP  during  the  past  year. 

The  highlights  of  the  tables  are  summarized  here.  Puerto  Rico  and  the  Virgin 
Islands  are  included  in  the  term  "States,"  making  a  total  of  52  NCDHIP  States. 

Table  1.— State  Dairy  Herd  Improvement  Associations,  Membership  in  National 
Dairy  Herd  Improvement  Association,  Inc.,  Associations,  and  Supervisors  in  the  National 
Cooperative  Dairy  Herd  Improvement  Program,  January  1,  1980.  Forty-nine  States  have 
State  Dairy  Herd  Improvement  Assocations,  the  same  as  last  year;  Alaska  and  Mississippi 
have  none.  Forty-three  States  are  members  of  the  National  Dairy  Herd  Improvement 
Association,  Inc.,  two  less  than  in  1979.  The  number  of  associations  decreased  by  20,  and 
the  supervisors  increased  by  almost  100. 

Table  2.— Percentage  of  Cows  in  Each  State  Enrolled  in  the  National  Cooperative 
Dairy  Herd  Improvement  Program,  January  1,  1980.  The  percentage  of  U.S.  dairy  cows 
enrolled  in  NCDHIP  was  the  highest  in  history  this  year,  increasing  to  37.9  percent  from 
36.8  last  year.  Most  States  showed  at  least  a  slight  increase  in  cows  enrolled,  and 
11  States  had  over  50  percent  of  their  cows  enrolled. 

Table  3.— Enrollment  by  Category  of  Plan  and  State  for  Dairy  Cows, 
January  1,  1980.  Table  3  contains  information  similar  to  that  in  previous  participation 
reports  of  herds  and  cows  enrolled  in  various  plans.  The  preliminary  U.S.  dairy  cow 
inventory  of  11,074,000  used  throughout  this  report  includes  the  cows  in  Puerto  Rico  and

Table  4.— Changes  in  Enrollment  by  Category  of  Plan  and  State  for  Dairy  Cows, 
1979-80.  Table  4  is  new  this  year  and  can  be  used  to  determine  at  a  glance  how 
enrollment  in  each  State  has  changed  during  the  past  year.  Out  of  52  States, 
46  increased  cow  enrollment  in  NCDHIP— 5  States  by  more  than  10,000  cows  each. 

Table  5.— Enrollment  by  Plan  and  State  for  Dairy  Goats,  January  1,  1980.  Table  5 
contains  all  the  information  on  enrollment  of  dairy  goats  in  the  NCDHIP  dairy 
recordkeeping  plans  for  each  State.  The  enrollment  of  1,397  herds  and  13,401  does  is  the 
highest  in  history  but  only  slightly  higher  than  last  year.  During  1979,  there  seems  to 
have  been  a  marked  slowdown  of  the  rapid  increase  in  dairy  goat  participation  in 
NCDHIP  that  had  characterized  previous  years.  Thirteen  States  showed  a  slight  decrease 
in  both  herds  and  does. 

Table  6.— Enrollment  in  the  Official  Dairy  Herd  Improvement  Plan, 
January  1,  1980.  An  alltime  high  of  32,692  herds  and  2,553,744  cows  were  enrolled  in 
this  plan,  representing  an  increase  of  almost  800  herds  and  100,000  cows  over  the 
previous  year. 

Table  7.— Enrollment  in  the  Dairy  Herd  Improvement  Registry  Plan, 
January  1,  1980.  An  alltime  high  of  4,102  herds  and  318,755  cows  were  enrolled  in  this 
plan,  comprising  increases  of  more  than  200  herds  and  almost  24,000  cows  over  the 
previous  year. 

Table  8.— Enrollment  in  the  Official  PHI  AM-PM  With  Monitoring  Device  Plan, 
January  1,  1980.  Enrolled  were  138  herds  with  10,334  cows,  representing  increases  of 
106  herds  and  more  than  7,000  cows  over  the  previous  year. 

Table  9.— Enrollment  in  the  Official  PHI  With  Alternate  AM-PM  Component 
Sampling  Plan,  January  1,  1980.  Over  600  herds  with  72>,000  cows  were  reported, 
representing  increases  of  331  herds  and  over  39,000  cows  during  1980. 

Table  10.— Enrollment  in  the  Official  PHIR  With  Alternate  AM-PM  Component 
Sampling  Plan,  January  1,  1980.  Six  States,  all  in  the  South,  reported  28  herds  with 
5,725  cows  enrolled  in  this  plan. 

Table  1 1  .—Enrollment  in  the  Owner-Sampler  Plan,  January  1,  1980.  There  were 
16,945  herds  and  747,690  cows  enrolled  in  this  plan,  constituting  a  sizable  decrease  of 
709  herds  and  17,248  cows  during  the  past  year.  About  three-fourths  of  the  States  had 
decreased  cow  enrollment,  which  probably  resulted  from  herds  being  changed  to  other 
NCPHIP  plans. 

Table  12.— Enrollment  in  the  Alternate  AM-PM  Plan,  January  1,  1980.  Enrolled  in 
this  plan  were  4,599  herds  and  250,466  cows,  representing  sizable  increases  of  879  herds 
and  47,514  cows  since  1979.  Supervised  and  Owner-Sampler  Alternate  AM-PM  are 
distinguished  in  each  State. 

Table  13.— Enrollment  in  the  Commercial  Plan,  January  1,  1980.  There  were 
369  herds  and  115,087  cows  enrolled,  representing  an  increase  of  38  herds  but  a  decrease 
of  35  cows  from  last  year.  This  plan  with  AM-PM  sampling  is  being  operated  in  three 
States.

Table  1^.— Enrollment  in  the  Milk-Only-Records  Plan,  January  1,  1980.  A  total  of 
669  herds  and  85,449  cows  were  enrolled  in  this  plan,  representing  a  decrease  of  47  herds 
and  11,859  cows  from  the  previous  year.  Supervised,  Owner-Sampler,  AM-PM,  and 
Supervised  AM-PM  variations  are  shown. 

Table  15.— Enrollment  in  the  Weigh-a-Day-a-Month  Plan,  January  1,  1980. 
Enrollment  in  this  plan  continues  to  decrease,  a  trend  that  has  been  evident  for  the  past 
several  years.  There  were  123  herds  and  10,015  cows  enrolled,  representing  decreases  of 
15  herds  and  1,740  cows  from  last  year.

Enrolled  in 
3  other  plans  in  2  States  were  24  herds  and  1,225  cows. 

Table  18.— Types  of  Services  by  State  for  Cows  and  Goats  in  NCDHIP, 
January  1,  1980.  This  is  the  first  year  we  have  attempted  to  inventory  participation  in 
NCDHIP  services,  including  protein  and  solids-not-fat  (SNF)  testing,  mastitis  screening, 
and  forage  and  pregnancy  testing.  Therefore,  some  difficulty  was  encountered  in 
obtaining  accurate  data  from  a  few  States.  Various  methods  of  mastitis  screening  are 
used  throughout  the  country,  with  a  reported  participation  of  10,363  herds  and 
725,728  cows.  Protein  testing  has  increased  rapidly  in  the  last  few  years  to  a  total  of 
2,294  herds  and  149,539  cows  reported  this  year.  SNF  testing  is  still  relatively  minor, 
whereas  both  forage  and  pregnancy  testing  appear  to  be  increasing  rapidly. 

Table  19.— Summary  of  Official  Dairy  Recordkeeping  Plans,  January  1,  1906-80. 
This  table  is  a  continuation  of  the  summary  table  used  for  many  years  to  document 
trends  in  the  Official  NCDHIP  recordkeeping  plans.  All  time  highs  were  attained  in  1980 
for  number  and  percentage  of  cows  enrolled  and  average  herd  size,  as  well  as  alltime 
high  average  milk  production  in  1979. 

Table  20.— Summary  of  Nonofficial  Dairy  Recordkeeping  Plans  for  Which 
Production  Averages  Are  Calculated,  January  1,  1956-80.  Alltime  highs  were  achieved  in 
1980  for  numbers  of  herds  and  cows,  cows  per  herd,  and  percentage  of  U.S.  cows 
enrolled,  in  addition  to  alltime  high  average  milk  and  fat  production  in  1979.
